Your chairman regrets that the present year 
marks the termination of service of members of this 
committee who have given invaluable advice and 
labor. All will be missed. Special mention, how- 
ever, may well be made of the splendid service ren- 
dered by Mrs. Jennie H. Twitchell, upon whom has 
fallen much of the burden of management in con- 
nection with the Community House when the project 
was new and untried. She has been tireless in her 
efforts and her one thought has been the best thing 
for all concerned. 

As various activities are covered by the reports 
of other officers, your chairman would but call your 
attention to a few points in explanation. The cash 
balance of approximately $1500.00, as shown by the 
treasurer’s statement, will be required to meet lia- 
bilities and Communty House operation until such 
time as further funds are available. 

The report of the trustees indicates the excellent 
earnings of $22,007.79. Your committee could have 
done much with this money had it truly been avail- 
able for general appropriation. It has not been. The 
committee assumed the library appropriation of the 
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previous year ($2250.00), the maintenance of the 
Community House, the $800.00 for the band ordered 
given by town vote, $3000.00 payment on principal 
of loan for Community House construction and 
$3000.00 on interest on loan. As a matter of fact 
the committee has made voluntary appropriations 
of but $3514.15 of the $22,007.79 earned income. It 
also seemed advisable to the committee, since de- 
mands on income were not heavier, to reduce the in- 
debtedness to the Trustees (Community House con- 
struction account) by an additional $2000.00. We 
are obligated to pay but $3000 a year on the prin- 
cipal but the quicker we discharge this obligation 
the larger will be our available funds for general 
appropriation. 

The committee again thanks the public for its 
co-operation. The committee appreciates its pur- 
pose is to make the wisest possible expenditure of 
the funds available. It would remind the public 
that the committee is ever ready to receive requests 
and suggestions. We may not always be able to 
grant them but, whatever the decision, it will be 
that of the majority of the board. 

This year we are to elect two men and one 
woman for three years and one woman (to replace 
Mrs. Parshley, resigned) for one year.

The Lancaster Public Library is open to the 
public five hours a day, from 1.30 to 4.80 afternoon 
and from 7 to 9 in the evening. The Library has 
loaned during the year of 1928, 18,569 books, 2,846 
of which were non-fiction and 5,156 juvenile; mak- 
ing an average of sixty per day. There are over 
1,300 readers’ cards filed. Money turned over to the 
Treasurer amounted to $139.55 for fines alone.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
Mr. Robert Fuller, who had served as superin- 
tendent of schools in this district for three years, 
resigned early in the school year to accept a similar 
position at Hanover. His place was filled by the elec- 
tion of Mr. William G. Fuller, whose extended ex- 
perience in school work qualiles him for an executive 
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position of this sort. At the annual meeting Mr. 
Ralph Shute was elected the third member of the 
Board. 

The work in the ten districts has proceeded with 
but little interruption, due to the open winter. The 
epidemic of influenza caused a decrease in the at- 
tendance for a time. 

Repairs in the district were confined for the 
most part to the painting of the buildings. All of 
the schools are at present in a good state of repair, 
and by reasonable expenditures each year, they can 
be kept in good condition. 

A material reduction in the budget for next 
year is made possible by the settlement of the dis- 
trict debt. It is the hope of the committee that the 
schools may be maintained at their present level of 
efficiency without further increase in their cost.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the Honorable School Board and Citizens of 

Lancaster : 

This is the tenth in a series of school reports. 
It is intended to give the citizens detailed informa- 
tion concerning the district schools. 

On the 15th of November, 1928, Mr. Robert 
Fuller left Lancaster to assume his duties.at Han- 
over as Superintendent of Schools, a position to 
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which he had been elected shortly after the opening 
of schools in September. Hic place was filled by 
the election of the author of this report, Mr. Wil- 
liam G. Fuller, who was at that time in attendance 
in the graduate school of education at Boston Uni- 
versity. Mr. William Fuller, the third of the Lan- 
caster superintendents to bear that name, has had 
twenty-two years of experience in the schools of 
New York State. 
GENERAL CONDITIONS 

It was a pleasure for the present superinten- 
dent to find the district schools of the town in such 
excellent condition, and taught by such competent 
teachers. The members of the School Board have 
expended much time and effort to put the buildings 
in good conditions, and it is their plan to make such 
repairs each year as will keep the schools in their 
present excellent state of repair. The new building 
at Mt. Cabot, district No. 4, is an example of what 
a model country school should be. It is of standard 
construction throughout, of ample size, and well 
lighted. Equipped as it is with a pipeless heater, 
a bubbler fountain, and flush toilets, it is ideal in 
every way for the needs of the children. A visit 
to this school will well repay those interested. 

FINANCES 

The fact that the Mt. Cabot school has now been | 
paid for, and that additional state aid will be avail- 
able for next year, will make possible a reduction in 
the budget for next year. It is expected that the 
present year will be finished with a favorable bal- 
nace, unless some unforseen contingency arises. 
The fact that the estimate for tuitions for the pres- 
ent year was too small by several hundreds of dol- 
lars, makes the next budget seem larger than it 
otherwise would. 
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TEACHERS 

Two new teachers were employed this year, 
and one teacher transferred to another school. Miss 
Doris Fitch, who had taught at No. 7 for two years, 
transferred to No. 11 at Stebbins Hill this year. 
Miss Dorothy Hillier, a graduate of Plymouth 
Normal, took her place at No. 7, and Miss Annie Mc- 
Ginley, also a graduate of Plymouth, took charge at 
Great Rock, No. 15. It is unfortunate that so few 
changes are taking place in our teaching force. 

HIGH SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 

A large percentage of the pupils who have 
graduated from the district schools in recent years 
are in attendance at the Academy, over forty being 
enrolled at the present time. Of this number, 
seven are in the senior class. This attendance shows 
the general interest of the townspeople in higher 
education. 

MUSIC 

The work in music under the direction of Miss 
Ruth Currier continues to function in a satisfactory 
manner. The pupils, as a result of the instruction 
they have been receiving for the past two years, are 
gaining in power to read music at sight. This abil- 
ity to read music readily is an accomplishment that 
is of great value to the pupils when they take up 
instrumental music. 

ATTENDANCE 

The epidemic of grippe which prevailed dur- 
ing the past winter seriously affected our attendance 
for a time, in first one school and then another. Due 
to the illness of several of the teachers, a few days 
were lost, but these have been made up by sessions 
on Saturday, and a full 36 week school year assured 
for all the schools. The largest enrollment is at 
the Grange school, No. 7, where 22 pupils are 
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registered. The smallest number is at Mt. Pros- 
pect school and the next smallest at Stebbins Hill. 
The enrollment at the other schools averages about 
sixteen. It may be possible to equalize the attend- 
ance next year in the three schools named above. 
. REPAIRS 

Minor repairs were made in all of the schools, 
and all of the buildings that needed it were painted 
and redecorated. A new door was installed at No. 
2, and new heating plants were placed in No. 2. and 
No. 6. Three new. teacher’s desks were added, 
which will form a permanent part of our equip- 
ment. 

PROGRESS 

The teachers of the district have been called to- 
gether several times by the Superintendent, and 
some of the latest developments in the field of edu- 
cation discussed.. The importance of thorough drill 
on the fundamentals has been emphasized, with 
special stress on the teaching of English. The sub- 
ject of Grammar is now taught in every grade, and 
drill on oral and written English form a part of 
every day’s instruction. Self-help work books have 
been introduced in the upper grades, and this en- 
ables the teachers to devote more time to the chil- 
dren in the lower grades. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The following suggestions will pertain to the 
continuance of policies already in effect, rather than 
to the adoption of radically new ideas. The satis- 
factory performance of the schools at the present 
time justifies this procedure. 

1. It is recommended that the olen of. re- 
placing the old type of desks with new adjustable 
ones be continued. 
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2. That the plan of the board in maintaining 
the school buildings in a state of good repair be 
continued. 

3. That the work in school music be continued.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE’S REPORT 
To the School Board of Lancaster Town District: 

As Public Health Nurse of the town of Lan- 
caster, the health of the children in the town school 
districts is under my supervision and I herewith 
submit to the people of Lancaster the following 
information. 

The physical examination of all pupils was 
completed by Dr. William Bronson, with my assis- 
tance, during September and October. These exam- 
inations consist of weighing and measuring the chil- 
dren, teeth and tonsils inspected, heart examined, 
observed whether or not any skin condition exists, 
checked up on goitre and whether or not the child 
has been vaccinated. It may be of interest to know 
that we have at present 100 per cent vaccination in 
our schools. 

After completing the physical examinations, the 
defect cards are made out, signed by the school 
physician and mailed to the parent so they may be 
informed of any defect which may exist. 

The vision and hearing test is given the pupils 
and cards likewise are mailed to the parents of any 
child showing defective vision and hearing. _ 

Health talks are given in the schools as often 
as time permits. Some of the subjects covered are: 
Fresh air both day and night, proper amount of 
rest and sleep, food values emphasizing the effects 
of tea and coffee and the importance of milk, fruit 
and vegetables, correct posture, care of the body 
with special stress on the care of the nails, hands, 
hair, teeth and skin and prevention of colds. 

On my visits to the schools, any child present- 
ing symptoms of the following contagious diseases 
such as measles, mumps, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
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chicken pox, and whooping cough are excluded from 
school. Any child presenting symptoms of scabies, 
ringworm, impetigo or acute eye infections is re- 
ferred to his family physician for treatment. 

Since the previous examination, the chilren have 
shown a decrease in the number of defects. De- 
fective teeth and tonsils are found to be the major 
defects. 

At the close of this report will be found a table 
showing the kinds and number of defects and the 
physical standing of each school. 

The teachers in these schools are much inter- 
ested in this part of their curriculum and have been 
of much assistance in instilling in the children the 
importance of health and with their co-operation, 
together with the parents, we will strive for even 
better results and it would seem not impossible 
to achieve them.
